the absence’ of any such ‘arrange 
ment (se there. is in America) that 
a great, many people have to resort 
to usurious money londers who not 
only make the borrower sign a note 
for double the amount actually in- 
valved but chargg the rato of 10 
per cont, per month by, way of in- 


lterest, The 9 per cent. mentioned 


in tho promissory note is a dodge to 
hoodwink the Judge. 

Recently, finding myself in need 
of money with which to put my wife 


J in-hospital and to mect unforeseen 


obligutions, T. endeavoured to ob 
tain a, loan locally in’ a manner 
that is satisfactory both ta the 
Jender and myeelf, but I found it 
imposible to. secure ono. FE then 
tried, an . Indian . money lender. 
This worthy not only wanted'me to 
find a ‘guarantor but required a 
note for twice the amount lent with 
‘an interest clause of 2 per cent. per 
month. Moreover, I waa required 
to pay 10 per cont. monthly interest 
upon'the money actually borrowed. 
Who,could blame.me for refraining 
from' borrowing on these terms? 
And here am’ I, still urgently in 
need of the money but unable to 
get it! It is on account of. the 
absence of money ‘lending facilities 
for the salaried ‘nen that the money 
Ienders are able to flourish. 
“Employere are apt to looks down 
upon any money borrowing by their 
employees but they overlook the fact 
that very. often sométhing . unfore-
